Art. 33(2) The present application meets the requirements of Article 33(2) PCT, 

because the subject-matter of claims 1-9 appears to be new in the sense of 
Article 33(2) PCT. 

None of the documents cited in the international search report discloses 
' the use of polypodium extracts for the manufacture of a' medicament for 
the treatment of the claimed fibrotic diseases. 



Art. 33(3) The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as to 
provide a medicament for the treatment of fibrotic diseases such as 
scleroderma, pulmonary fibrosis, atherosclerosis, bone marrow fibrosis, 
kidney fibrosis, cardiac fibrosis, Dupuytren's disease or Peyronie's disease. 

The present application solves this problem by using polypodium extracts. 
There is no indication in the prior art at hand that polypodium extracts could 
be used for the treatment of the claimed fibrotic diseases as this is shown in 
the present application. 

Therefore the subject-matter of claims 1-9 is considered to involve an 
inventive step in the sense of Art. 33(3) PCT.
